Trenton, Mo, (A P).—“A rt” Hyde 
is a man of simple tastes, say 
is friends in this little country 
town, not inor^ than two of whom 
knew, when Mr.

SONORA. REVOLT CENTER, KNOWN 
AS “THE VANZEELAND OF MEXICO 


W allington (A P)—Sonora, one' 
of 
the several 
Mexican 
states 
which attained early prominence* 
in the revolution, 
is dubbed 
by 
many Mexicans "the Yankeeland 
of Mexico,” yet 
there are fewer 
Americans living 
there* 
than in 
several 
other 
of 
the 
Mexican 
•tato*. It has earned its nickname, 
rather, because American customs 
and goods have left a marked im- j 
press. 
Nearly every well-to-do family : 
among the merchants and ranch­ 
ers has sent its sons and daugh­ 
ters to schools in the United States 
and it is not difficult to find na- J 
fives who speak 
English fluently.* 
There has been a stream of Amel i- [ 
can gomls into the state, and in * 
Sonoran homes one constantly is 
seeing 
American 
phonographs, 
seeing machines, baby carriages 
and brass beds. 
The state, which lies immediate­ 
ly south of 
Arizona 
and has a 
common boundary line with that 
state, is primarily a mining and 
cattle country. 
Rich silver, gold J 
and copper mines have been op­ 
erated since the coming 
of 
the 
Spaniards; and there 
are 
treas­ 
ures, some of the rarer minerals, 
never yet 
worked 
commercially. 


In the southern end of the -tate 
lies the valley of the Yaqui river, 
home of the Yaqui Indians. 
All 
Mexican governments have found 
these Indians an 
unruly lot, and 
sanguinary wars have been fought 
w’ith them. 
Adjoining Sonora on the east 
lies Chi boa ha, 
Mexico’s biggest 
state. 
Immediately east of Chi- 
hunha is Coahulia, another center 
of revolutionary activity.
